sive Dispatch.}] Congress at its 
next session will, in all probabil- 

ity, extend the provisions of the Geary 

law, relating to the expulsion of Chi- 
nese laborers for at least another ten- 
year period. This will be done if that 
body acts upon the recommendations of 
the officials, whose duty it is to exe- 
cute the law relating to the exclusion 
of Chinese, which expires next May. 

Already the labor organizations of the 

country are beginning to advocate the 


The action of the Chinese in this 
country, in organizing for the purpose 
of fighting the reénactment of the law 
so obnoxious to them, and the move- 
ment toward securing signatures to pe- 
titions to Congress with this purpose 
in view, as well as the intent to enlist 
the services of the Chinese Minister in 
their cause, has already created some 
uneasiness among labor organizations. 
These bodies are now at work foment- 
ing sentiment in favor at excluding 
the Chinese for at least ten years 
longer, and it is claimed a number of 
Congressmen have already pledged 
themselves to vote to exclude the Chi- 
nese from this country, at least tem- 
porarily. 
The law relating to the exclusion 
expires by limitation next May, 
and if Congress does not act at the 
coming session, it will be impossible 
to do anything in this direction till De- 
cember, 1902, unless an extra session 
should be called. 
There is much unecessary alarm 
among those interested in the Chinese 
question, and this is due to lack of 
information in relation to the treaty 
negotiated in 1894 by Secretary Gres- 
ham and the Chinese Minister at 
Washington. If Congress should tan 
to extend the exclusion act, there 
would be no change in the situation 
relating to the coming of Chinese into 
this country until December 7, 1904, as

AGAINST RECIPROCITY. 
AGITATION ACTIVELY RENEWED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—{Ex:lu- 
sive Dispatch.) Stirring agitation has 
been commenced throughout thé East 
in the last two days against any reci- 
procity negotiations during the sum- 
mer and against any attempt to ratify 
reciprocity treaties next winter. 
Senator Allison, chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, and 
Senator Aldrich, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, approached 
the President on the question today, 
and are reported to have given the 
President an intimation that the people 
of the country are not yet ready for 
anything approaching a general discus- 
sion of plans for reciprocity. 
In an interview here today Senator 
Allison, who is one of the foremost 
men in the Senate on matters of na- 
tional finance and tariffs, scouted the 
idea that the Senate would permit any 
number of reciprocity treaties to go 
through next winter, or that it would 
permit any legislation affecting the 
tariff with the idea of breaking the 
power of the trusts, as suggested by 
Representative Babcock. 
Senator Aldrich saw Mr. McKinley 
today, and their talk is known to 
have been largely about reciprocity. 
Mr. Aldrich told the Fresiaent that 
any further discussion of this subject 
would only cause business disturbance, 
and he cited California's successful 
fighting of the Frenth and Jamaican 
treaties in the Senate for two years, to 
show that no treaty can possibly go 
through the Senate while business re- 
mains good under the present tariff 
and treaty relations.

INDEMNITY QUESTION. 
BRITISH-AMERICAN PLAN. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The news 
dispatches from Peking convey to the 
official mind here the belief that what 
is known as the British-Americah 
plan of settling the indemnity question 
is making headway, and that it will in 
the end be adopted as the only feasible 
scheme. The firm attitude of the United 
States, in declining to enter into a joing 
guarantee of the enormous bond issue, 
is believed to have had its effect in 
inclining the ministers to accept the 
British-American proposal. It ig cere 
tain that any movement toward the 
settlement of this indemnity question 
must result in unanimity to be effect- 
tive. Although often mentioned the de- 
talls of the British plan have not here. 
tofore been given, and they were 
learned today from an authoritative 
source to be as follows: 

The Chinese government is to issue 
bonds to each of the powers to the 
amount of the indemnity due each.

PRESIDENT ROCA ROASTED. 


Buenos Ayres Newspapers Sharply 
Criticise His Measure for Unification 


of the Public Debt. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, June 15.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Buenos Ayres, Argen- 
tina, says that the newspapers of 
Buenos Ayres continue to condemn the 
bill for the unification of thé public 
debt. La Prenza says that during the 
twenty years of President Rocas in- 
fiuencé over the destiny of the country, 
the debt has increased from 86,000,000 
pesos to 435,000,000 pesos gold, while the 
population has increased only 80 per 
cent. during the same period. 
“The President's message,“ declares 
the newspaper, “says the debts can be 
unified to the sum of 392,000,000 pesos. 
Why borrow 433,000,000 pesos? This 
shows a lack of sincerity. Besides this 
is the first time the Argentine govern- 
ment accepts humiliating propositions 
from foreign capitalists. The stipula- 
tion, for the deposit daily of part of 
the customs revenue in the Banco de 
la Nacion shows that the bank inspires 
more confidence than the President and 
his ministers. ; 
“The stipulations are very detri- 
mental to national dignity, and the 
whole scheme is a blow to the reputa- 
tion, honor and progress of the coun- 
try. The government says this action 
is necessary in view of the critical 
financial situation, but who created 
thie situation. The President is the 
sole elector. He appoints Governors, 


and the latter nominate representatives 
in Con 


gress. 
“The President's only desire is to fin- 


ish tranquilly his term of office. Be- 
cause he fears pressing obligations may 
overthrow him he ther fore sacrifices the 


prosperity and honor of the country to 


save himself, without caring for the 
future of Argentina.”

FOILED BY COURT. 


POMONA’S SIGNAL VICTORY OVER 
THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


Citizens Were Justified in Their Re- 
cent Resistance, With Clubs, Water 
and Wire, Against the Company’s At- 
tempted Usurpation of a Public Street. 


Pomona has won a signal victory 
over the Southern Pacific. 

Such is the meaning of an elaborate, 
forty-two page typewritten opinion 
filed by Judge York yesterday in the 
big injunction suit begun by the hungry 
railroad company in April against the 
plucky city to quiet title to a strip of 
land in the very heart of the munic:.pa.- 
ity and involving pirtions of its prin- 
cipal streets. It was a dispute over the 
ownership of these streets that pe 
cipitated a large-sized dose of mob law 
at Pomona on April 13, when tne 
Southern Pacific attempted to lay a 
side track aiong Fust street to fre- 
stall the granting of a franchise to th» 
Los Angeles, San tente and Bait 
Railroad by the City Trustees a day or 
so later along the same thorough.are. 

The court now holds that the citizens 
of Pomona really acted within the Jaw 
when with clubs, water hose and fefice- 
wire they resisted the attempt of the 
section hands to comply wita the or- 
ders of their bosses. It will also b: 
remembered that the City Mars: ai 
was compelled to make several ariesis 
before the resistance of the citizg:ns 
was triumphant. As soon as the com- 
pany could have the necessary typ

COURTS OPINION. 

After stating the issues in the case, 
Judge York said that the evidence re- 
duces the contentions of the parties 
to these simple questions: First, have 
streets been dedicated by the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company from raid 
tract of land as set forth in the de- 
tendants answer? n tne 
public acquired rights of way over 
said tract of land for public streets 
by five years use prior to 18837 

The court then discursed the statutes 
in force from the time of the first use 
of said streets by the public in 1875 up 
to the present time. Among other 
statutes referred to is an act relating 
to the highways of Los Arietes 
county, approved December 25, 1877, 
wherein it is provided that “highways 
are roads, streets or alleys and bridges 
laid out or erected by the public, or. if 
laid out or erected by others, dedi- 
cated and abandoned to the public. or 
conceded to the public by five years 
general use. All roads shall be con- 
sidered as public highways which have 
been used as such for five years, or 
which may hereafter be used for five 
years, by the public in general, with- 
out being interfered with or molested 
by the owners or claimants of the 
land or their agents.” This act was re- 


pleaed in 1883. 
After a consideration of several cases 


construing acts pertinent to the issues, 
the court said: “It would seem that

| the more rational theory in the con- 


struction of said provisions of our 
Political Code, inasmuch as they are in 
the Political Code and not in the Code 
of Civil Procedure, is that they were 
not intended as statutes of limitation 
of actions, but rather as statutes in- 
tended to be conclusive of the right of 
any party or parties asserting adverse 
ownership to the property used as pub- 
lic roads after they had been used as 
such for five yeArs before said repeal, 
on the theory that the permission to 
the public to so use said property for 
public streets was a dedication of the 
same to public use.” And also, that 
“there appears in the obtaining of a 
street by such use more of the 
chéracter of dedication than prescrip- 
tion. The statute virtually said to the 
owner, ‘If you permit the public to 
use your land as a public street for five 
years, you shall be held to have dedi- 
cated the land to such use.“ 

With reference to the defendants’ 
claim that said statute pertaining to 
Los Angeles county is on of prescrip- 
tion, the court refers to the recent case 
of Southern Pacific Company vs. J. 
W. Hyatt, et al., wherein our Supreme 
Court has held that the right of wa? 
of a railway company is a public use 
which cannot be acquired by a private 
individuai by adverse possession: and 
in the discussion of the law pertaining 
thereto, our Supreme Court adopted 
the rule laid down in Jones on Rasse- 
ments that a right of way along the 
track of a railroad cannot de a- 
quired by the public or by individuals 
by prescription while the railroad 
company is constantly using a single 
track over such right of way. 

The court then proceeds: “Consid- 
ering, therefore, the facts defendants 
claim they have established by the evi- 
dence, whatever Fights plaintiffs have 
to said strip of land are not barred by 
five years adverse used as a limitation 
to their action. Defendants, therefore, 
must stand or fall upon the doctrine 
of dedication. If the lands in question 
were dedicated to public use as streets 
and the dedication has been accepted, 


then the use of such streets 
comes within the jurisdiction of the 


city of Pomona, and the plaintiffs can- 
not construct a railroad upon said 


Streets, or any of them, without a 


franchise from said city.” 

The court, after much legal discussion, 
conciudes finally that a railroad com- 
peny can dedicate a public street 
across or upon its right of way, and 
that that is just what has happened in 
case of the Pomona streets.

1 and that Garey street is 100 
feet in width; Elizabeth, or Main street, 
is seventy feet in width; that Gordon 
street is seventy feet in width; and 
that Ellen street is seventy feet in 
width. These findings accord with the 
map of said streets, as made by W. H. 


Sanders, City Engineer of Pomona. 


“The defendants have claimed that 
First street was dedicated as a public 
street to the exent of seventy feet for 
its entire length, but I do no under- 
stand from the testimony that the al- 
leged trespass of the defendants was 
committed north of said street, as I 
have found the same to have been a 
public street of the city of Pomona. 
Hence, the defendants, in resisting the 
laying of a railroad track upon said 
street without a franchise, were acting 
within the law. But the plaintiffs are 
nevertheless entitled to a judgment 
quieting their title to that portion of 
their reservation not included in the 
streets as laid down upon the map of 
said engineer, and as I have above in- 
dicated. I do not think, however, that 
the plaintiffs should be allowed costs in 
this action, for the reason that their

After Having Secured Half the Neces- 


the session of the City Council this 
evening, bids were openbd for the sale 
of a franchise for an electric lway 
over White Oak, Myrtle, Olive and Call- 
fornia streets in this city. The adver- 
tising of the sale of such a franchise 
was asked for by by the Stebbins-Cron- 
enwett Company, composed of eastern 
capitalists. Three bids were received, 
as follows: W. H. Holabird, $100; A. 
E. Cronenwett, $35, and The Pomona 
Valley Traction Company, $65.50, with 
2% per cent. per annum of the gross 
receipts after five years. The franchise 
was then open for bids, and the price 
was run up to $475, and knocked down 
to W. H. Holabird. 

It is supposed Mr. Holabird repre- 
sents the Los Angeles-Pacific Railroad 
Company. J. R. Rush, attorney for the 
Stebbins-Cronenwett Company. an- 
nounced that they would shortly ask 
for a standard-gauge franchise over 
certain other streets, as it was certainly 
their intention to build from Los An- 
geles to Monrovia, and some other line 
in this city would suit them equally 
well. The company has already. se- 
cured the right of way for more than 
half the distance to Los Angeles over 
private land; there was unlimited cap- 
ital back of them, and Monrovia would 
no doubt soon have twoelectric failways.

Fish Tows Boat All Night, the Line 
Parts and It’s All Off—Four the Catch 
of the Season’s First Day—Many 
Strikes. 


AVALON, June 15—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) Four 
tuna was the sum total of yesterday's 
catch. This doesn’t begin to tell the 
story of the day, however-—of the 
broken tackle; of bleeding and maimed 
hands, of hard luck and blasted hopes, 
not to mention tired limbs. Although 
Mr. Schenck brought in the first fish 
by reason of his being assisted in its 
landing by his boatman, he gets no 
credit from the Tuna Club, and they 
do not recognize his fish.

M. Mathson as the motive power, and 
after a fight of an hour and ten min- 
utes landed his fish, weighing 124 
pounds, 

FOUGHT ALL NIGHT. 

The hardest luck of the day fell to 
the lot of E. N. Dickerson, who has 
lately removed here from New York. 
At 4 p.m. Mr. and Mrs. Dickerson, in 
T. 8. Manning’s double-ender, with 
E t Morris as skipper, started out. 
At 6 o’clock they hooked a tuna, and 
it was soon evident that it was a good 
one.

PLAYS AND PLAYERS. 

Degeneracy of Contemporary Actors. 

We have heard much in recent years 
about “the degeneracy of the stage: 
but, for the most part, the modern 
critic has directed his attack against 
the playwright or the manager rather 
than the actor. A well-known British 
dramatic critic, Allan Laidlaw, now 
turns his battery on the players them- 
selves. “Nothing.” he says, “has 
struck me more forcibly on our Eng- 
lish stage than the rapid degeneration 
of our actors, and I use the term ad- 
visedly, both in the physical and men- 
tal sense. Not only are actors with 
striking physique and voice becoming 
rarer, he adds, but so also are actors 
who can conceive a part in a bold and 
vigorous spirit. In The Westminster 
Review (April,) he continues: 

“Nothing better proves how much 
morbidity has caught hold of our pres- 
ent generation of actors than the 
charm they seem to find in taking the 
gloomiest view of every character they 
,emact. Everything is pitched in the 
minor key. I have seen a well-known 
and popular artist playing Capt. Ab- 
solute and Charles Surface as if these 
rollicking heroes had been educated 
by a process of persistent pessimism.

sincere; insincerity and vulgarity are 
tee defects of most of our present-time 
art.

t. ies always insincere, unless the 

Otivation of morbid acts or expres- 
sions proceed from an unhealthy, de- 
pressed, diseased organism. Most of 
our modern acting is insincere; hence 
it is tame, and fails to convince or 
move the spectator. Of course, all 
art is seeming, but it need not be false 
seeming. The essence of all classic art 
is that it is verisimilitude to ascending 
life. not verisimilitude to debasement 
and decay; hence the vitalizing effect 
of classic art, as compared to the 
deadening, indeed, maddening, effect 
of much so-called realistic art of today. 
Nietzsche's wonderful parallel between 
the music-dramas of Wagner and 
Biget's opera, ‘Carmen,’ is a real in- 
stance of the blight that rests upon 
modern stage art, and he rightly lays 
the blame upon the morbid egoism of 
the actor. He speaks of Wagner as the 
actor-musician. Adopting a parallel 
comparison for drama, not to over- 
| weight the argument, I will compare 
such a play as The Lady of Lyons’ 
with e Second Mrs. Tanqueray. 
However bombastic Claude Melnotte 
may be in his language, there is noth- 
ing morbid in his character. He fights 
his difficulties, he does not shirk suf- 
fering, he redeems his own errors, con- 
quers the love of a woman who scorns 
him, and gains for himself a name and 

ition that none can take from him. 

n ‘The Second Mrs. Tanqueray we 
have a woman who has every chance 
given her to amend her life and assert 
the character she undoubtedly pos- 
sesses, and yet who weakly submits to 
circumstances, frets, pules and rages,” 
and finally goes down in weak suwicide 
in obedience to a sham morality. Now 
the actors of thirty years ago, who 
played Claude Melnotte, rendered the 
character hervically, accepting the 
etrong side of his nature; but modern 
actors who attempt this role make him 
a maudlin, posturing, self-centered 
dreamer, who bewails his fate before 
he seeks to rectify it. The last vigor- 
dus actor I remember was John Clay. 
ton. I saw him play De Mauprat in 
“Richelieu,” with Phelps, Charles Ren- 
nell, Herbert Standing, George Bar- 
ratt, Rose Leclerg. and Louisa Gour- 
lay. What a performance that was, 
how stirring and bracing—chivalrous 
in bearing, ringing in voice, strong in 
action!
